King, according to the article, received a 
standing ovation from 4,CC‘0 women at the meeting. In 
the New York Hilton Hotel, after he had completed his 
acceptance speech.

Call it “The Pit", Magic City, Washington Heights, the 
downtown slum, or just the Central Negro District. 

It is the place where 15.984 Negroes are squeezed between 
NW 5tli and 28th Streets, and the Florida East Coast tracks 
and NW 7th Avenue, Few “oofays” (Negro slang for whites) 
live here. 

This is where Frank Jaffe, a white lawyer, was killed by 
three Negro youths last Saturday night. 

It is ajt oversized neighborhood with a tough tireet name 
like Goodbread Alley, an odor of open garbage and a elotheS' 
line of faded clean laundry. li*s the backdrop for a Gershwin 
operetta. But It's real. 

About half of the Negroes here work. The rest are too 
old. too young, loo sick — or too pregnant. 

For the older folks, a Social Security check is their salva¬ 
tion; for the young, direction; for the sick, medicine: and for 
the pregnant, welfare assistance. 

An elderly couple sat on the wooden porch of their "shot¬ 
gun" (shack) waiting for the check to arrive. "These people 
live from check to check. If they didn’t have it. they wouldn’t 
eU." said mailman Woody Greene. "I can leave first class 
irall in any mailbox. But not a check. I have to hand deliver 
il^r it disappears." 

Three women and a graying man greeted Woody as lie 




approached their 50-unit apartment house on his bike. Two 
young Negro teenagers in unbuttoned sbirU came to a door and 
asked: ‘‘Is Jimmy sleepln?" He was. It was 10:45 a.m. 

A Joose-lipped woman on the third floor yelled she was too 
sick to come down for her check. So Woody hurdled three 
flights with it. 

*Tt’s the least I can do," said Woody. 

A white milkman feels at ease, too. 

"People have been good to me in the five years I've worked 
here. They give me sandwiches, keep the bad guys off my back. 
They say, ’He’s our milkman. Leave him alone.* ** 

He starts out at 2 a.m. five days a week. 

Friday morning two men shot a milkman in the wrist and 
robbed him of $200. The police caught the pair. 

**Most of the trouble is caused by the newcomers. Every 
week someone new from a Georgia farm settles here. They’re 
big on civil rights," said one Negro policeman curtly, 

"Then their friends move in with them. They’ve got no re¬ 
spect for the law. They make it bad for everyone else," he con¬ 
tinued. *’Trouble is where you find it." #,

A Gamble, Police Say

Miami’s crime pocket was 
strangely quiet. Teenage gangs 
kept clear of their hangouts. 
Cops with shotguns patrolled 
empty streets. 

The crackdown began last Sat¬ 
urday night when S5-year-old 
Frank Jaffe, a prominent white 
attorney, was gunned down in 
an alley of Miami’s Central Ne¬ 
gro District. 

He was murdered while run¬ 
ning from teenage robbers, po¬ 
lice said. 

The lawmen iwarmed In. 
Working overtime shifts they 
hauled in scores of teenage gang 
memben. 

And when it was over, police 
had their suspects and lots 
more. In the process, they solv¬ 
ed more than a dozen armed 
robberies. 

It was the beginning of the 
end of the 7th Street Bulls. 

The '’Bulls'* are one of many 
gangs in the Negro ghetto. 
Three of them last week were 
charged with murdering Jaffe. 
Eight more are in for armed 
robbery. 

Police say this is just the be¬ 
ginning.

He said at 10:17'this morning, Los Angeles time, the office operator 
received a telephone call from an individual who uponestabllshing 
that it was the FBI Office said, "Martin Luther King will be dead 
within 48 hours/ and hung up. p- 

advised that King has a busy schedule in Los Angeles 
for the next several days and that he is spending this morning at 
General Services Studios. He will attend a luncheon this noon at the 
Hollywood Palladium and otherwise is fulfy committed until his 
departure from Los Angeles Sunday afternoon. He is staying at the 
Statler Hotel and will preach Sunday morning at the Victory Baptist 
Church. He has been under constant police care since his arrival in 
Los Angeles. Los Angeles recommends, however, that Los Angeles Police 
Department be advised of the receipt of the threatening telephone call.

In his hook "This Time The World," copyrighted in 
19^1, George Lincoln Rockwell identified himself as Commander, 
American Nazi Party of the World Union of Free Enterprise 
National Socialists (ANP - V/UP’ENS), Arlington, Virginia. 


The April 4, 1963 Issue of "The Richmond Nev/s Leader, 
a Ric}irnond, Virginia daily newspaper, reported that George 
Lincoln Rockirell had, on the previous day, again applied for 
the American Nazi Party to be chartered in the State of 
Virginia, but this request v;as turned dov.'n by the Virginia 
State Corporation Cormnisslon. This action v/as taken pursuant 
to an act of the 1962 Virginia Assembly v;hich prohibits use 
of or "National Socialism" in a Virginia charter. 

This article further pointed out that Rockwell’s party Is 
presently chartered in the State of Virginia as the George 
Lincoln Rodwell Party. 


On August 14, 1964, a soui'ce advised that the ANP - 
WUFENS v;as organized by George Lincoln Rockv/ell at his residence 
in Arlington,. Virginia, on February 26, 1959, as an international 
"National Socialist" movement based on the German Nazi Party 
headed by Adolf Hitler. He added that Roclcwell is the dominant 
force and personality In this party; that he is espousing a 
"line" of hatred against the JevJs and Negroes; and that he 
is seeking, through speeches, distribution of literature and 
picketing, to establish a cohesive and dominant political 
party in the United States and in foreign countries. 


According to the "Stormtrooper'5 Manual," an 
official publication of the ANP, the phases of ANP struggle

protection. In view of these two factors. Supervisor 
thought that the coverage which would normally be considered would 
not be feasible for reasons including the element of security. No , 
further consideration, therefore, is being given to effecting such 
coverage.
